With Reunion 2011 being located in Van Buren ME you will likely want to 


visit on both sides on the U.S.-Canadian border. You will need a passport 


or passport card to re-enter the U.S. as a U.S. citizen or a passport to 
re-enter Canada as a Canadian citizen. This applies to all ages, including 
children. 


US Passport Fees 


The US now issues passport cards in addition to the traditional passport 


books. The cards are less expensive and can be used to enter the US 


from Canada, Mexico, the Caribbean, and Bermuda at land border cross- 


ings or sea ports-of-entry. Cards cannot be used for international air 
travel. Both adults and children under 16 require passport books or 
passport cards. The table with this story shows our understanding of 
the fee schedule: do not rely on this table but verify the actual fee 
with the State Department.

Map contributors

We encourage members to help us make this map system more complete 
by suggesting other points to add to the maps. We need to know at mini- 
mum the name of the place and the reason why you think it would be of 
interest to family members and Reunion-goers. We also need to have an 
address (and GPS coordinates if you have them) but would also like 
photo(s) and contact info if a business or privately-owned place (name, 
address, phone, email, etc). Don't worry if you do not have GPS coordi- 
nates since we can develop those using geocoding. We may also ask mem- 
bers who live in the area to help provide GPS coordinates (and photos) 
for points we cannot otherwise pin down.

Using the maps 

Each map layer has its own marker color, so all points of that category 
will have the same color marker. To the right of the map is a group of 
expandable tables that will open up to list all the points of a category 
when you click on the + button and close up when you click the - button. 
(The Family History section is expanded in the map view on the previous 
page) Each point is numbered sequentially in each category and the 
markers shown on the map bear those sequential numbers.
